Mr D. QO. Bray, District 
Officer, Saikung, confirmed the 
application but could give no 
details of the proposed capital. 

Mr D. Corbett, Senior 
Veterinary. Officer of. the 
Agriculture, Fisheries and For- 
estry Department said if they 
went into business, the Ameri- 
cans would probably’ . go into 
production for both local con- 
sumption and export. 

“There is a difference in 
taste,” he said, “The local com- 
munity prefer the . natlve 
chicken for its delicacy.”

Kennedy’s announcement — this 
past week that $660 million 
more federal contracts for goods 
and services will be placed in 
the first half of 1961 could pro- 
vide such an incentive, 


‘Treasury Secretary Cc. 
Douglas Dillon foresees % 
definite upswing in tho second 
quarter of the year. Federal 
budgeting fs based on this 
premise, though some govern- 
mental experts say a major 

‘upswing will not take place- 
before mid-year. ‘ 

The labour situation remains 
frave—ind anomalous. Latest 
figures for February show re~ 
cord unemployment and employ- 
ment at the same time, duc to 
a large Influx of new jab 
seekers. Employment hit 64,- 
655,500 al the end of February, 
a record for the month, but un- 
employment rose sharply to 
5,705,000--6.8 per cent of the 
lnbour force, seasonally adjust- 
ed—highest recordeg since be- 
fore World, War 11. 

Labour Seeretary Arthur J. 
Goldberg used the figures to 
press forearly congressional ap- 

* ‘proval of Kennedy's anti-reces- 
sion programme, He said there 
is “no question that we will 
have ai: upturn in the economy 
in April," but warned that un- 
employment is likely’ to in- 
ereast. « 

This gloomy outlook was sup- 
ported by the Harris Trust and 
Savings Bank, which reported 
in its monthly “barometer of 
business’ that unemployment is 
likely to increase ond remain 
high for at least six months, 
despite any business recovery. 
It pointed out that unemploy- 
ment normally lags behind a re- 
covery in production because 
companies. hesitate to hire more 
workers unlil’ they are sure 
demand is definitely expanding. 


PRODUCTIVITY - 

Many organisations report 
-that productivity has improved 
with the rise. in unemployment, 
but no. figures are available.” 

Mild weather and«a probable 
brisk Easter trade may help the 
job situation this month, with 
an upturn in construction, farm- 
dng ond trade siphoning’ off 
some of the hard-core, long- 
term unemployed. : 

President David Medonnald of, 
the steelworkers union suggest- 
ed to o house Jabour sub-com- 
mittee. that’ Congress should 
seriously ‘consider lowering the 
40-hour week to 32 hours as a 
long-term solution to unemploy- 
ment. He claimed that the steel 
industry, by svorking at a capa- 
elty, could produce the esti- 
mated 100 million tons needed 
this year “in seven. or cight 
months, and could close com- 
pletely for’ the rest of the yeor.”

Huston did not forget what he

He got on with the job of 
creating his own legend—“‘The 
awaltese Falcon".... “The Red 
African Queen”... . ‘Moby 
Dicle’.,..and then, 


a young man he was a - 


brilliant scientist—he took the 
degrees of MA and BSc, at 
Edinburgh University — and 
intended to maie his career in 
research work, 


But his canny father said, 
“Research? I don’t see much 
future in that.” And that was 
how the young Anderson went 
into the Civil Service. 


This was more than half a 
century ago. The outlook for 
research workers ‘s very. differ- 
ent today. 


It was when 
service — after 
Churchill's 


-he left public 
ihe defeat of 
Government in 
1045, that Lord Waverley be- 
came chairman of the Port of 
London Authority, 


He also joined the boards of 
several other companies. As 
chairman of Covent Garden, he 
hod a box at the Opera House, 
went frequently to watch opera 
and ballet.
